Now when we 
ſaw that he was turning back&, our horſe being ready

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co fall out upon the enemies Reero, then preſently the 
Teſuites began to _ thebcls of their Church, W hs 
upon the enemy hada mind to come againe on , but 
our Ordnance doing great harme amongſt him, he wtt 
quite away ; And the Governours and 
king all poflible and ſpeedy paines to know the reaſon 
of the Ieſuites ringing ,. they found out that the Ieſu- 
ites had hadan intefligence and conſpiracy with the 
enemy. \V hereupon thcir Colledge being viſited,there 
was found greatproviſion of munitionand of Armes , 
for many hnndred men,which were ready to bee uſed 
both by the Icſuites themſewes and others their 
friends, who endeavoured to make ſome troubles and 
would have made a great uprore,(had the encmy got- 
ten one gate Or any entry int&'Preguc) to fayour his 
defigne, and to to kill thoſe withiathe Towne, 
Thus God having 
treaſon, there was preſently. on the very ſame day pub» 
liſhed aprohibition thatno Bell at all ſhould more bee 
rung in the three Townes of Pregue., and that none 
ſhould be ſuffered to goe out or to comein, untill fur- 
ther order. | 

On the 1 5+ of this, there were put certaine compa. 
nies of ſouldiers,as for Garriſon into-the two Colled- 
ges of the Ieſuites in Pregue ; the one: whereof is 
—— the old Towne, and the .other in the little 
Towne. | 

Onthe ſixetecnth the Magiſtrates viſited the fayd 
Colledge, 2nd feund many warlike proviſions. and 
Inſtruments. W hereupon it was conſulted and con- 
aded they ſhonkd bee ſent our of the Towne yet that 
yening : And indeed there were already, divers 
Coaches and Waggons ready before their Col- 
lcdge, for the tranſport of thofe irreverend Fa- 
thers and Traytors which I ſaw my ſelfe. —_—
